The civil rights bill only confirms 


these rights of all citizens to the colored 
man in consideration of the prejudice 
against him, and an attempt in certain 
parts of the country so interfere with 
the exercise of these common rights, 
and has enacted a penalty as a moans of 
enforcing the rinht m his behalf in 
consideration of his helpless and depen- 
dent condition. The eivil rights bill 
has not altered the colored man's right 
at all from what it was before, by the 
common law, applicable to nearly every 
State in the Uuioo. It had only given 
him a greater power to enforce that 
right—to meet the exigency of combin- 
ed effort to deprive colored citizens of it; 
and all idea that the civil righU bill 
allows the colored man to force himself 
into any man's shop, or into any man's 
private house, or into any eating house 
or establishment other than thosie I 
have named, is an exhibition of igno- 
rance, as well as, in some cases, of in- 
sufferable prejudice and malignity.— 
And while I would sustain any colored 
inuii in firmly aud properly insisting 
upon his rights under Iho civil rights 
bill, which were his by common law, as 
thoy were the right of evoiy citizen, 
yet I should oppose to tho utmost oi 
my power any attempt on the part of a 
colored man to use the civil rights bill 
as a pretense to interfere with the pri- 
vate business of private parties. It ie 
beneath the dignity of any colored man 
so to do, and all auts such as shutting 
him out from drinking saloons may be 
well left to the ignorant and vicious 
men who keep thorn as a badge of their 
supoiiority to the colored.

The members, of the executive com- 


mitteo'have been untiring in -their ef- 
forts to do everything possible to for- 
ward the objects of the Association, yet 
they know tho Library is not doing all 
it ought, consideiing tho time and labor 
that havo boon expended upon it 
Tho 


last year, in particular, has been full of 
disappointments and perplexities. 


During the firs! part of the year no 


active measures were taken for the sup- 
port of the Association, hoping a favor- 
able reply would be received from the 
city council in answer to petition ask- 
ing them to levy a tax for a Free Public 
Library and Reading Room, in accor- 
dance with the act of 1872. 


We have failed to secure lectures that 


we most desired, and at tbe time w» de- 
sired them, and to make the money we 
desired on them. Instead of our two 
last lectures replenishing our treasury 
we lost seventy-four dollars and thirty- 
three cents. 


The first of August we movci the 


books and furniture belonging to the 
Library Association 
from Merchant 


street to our new and attractive rooms 
on Prairie street, fitted them up with 
new carpet, etc., which was attended 
with much expense. 


The cash receipts from other sources 


than the sale of tickets have been very 
small, while that from memberships has 
been much larger than for a few years 
past. 


There are at present regular members 


of the Association as follows: 50 life; 
45 annual, and 5 complimentary. In ad- 
dition to these there is a large and vary- 
ing fractional membership. 


The average number of books drawn 


from the Library has been 175 a month. 


The last of October we made an ar- 


rangement with the 
newly-organized 


Reading Room Society by which our 
expenses are made much lighter. 


In the last year we have added but 


few volumes to the Library. 


For the new officers so soon to assume 


their respective duties, the committee 
desire to offer their best wishes.
